Quietness 

There is a quietness I find in Lamentations 3:22-33. It is filled with the as- 
surances that God is present and wants to be part of our lives. Quietness al- 
lows us to recognize God's presence and faithful help and compassion. 

Here at Hoi den Bed & Breakfast along the shores of Lake Chelan in Washing- 
ton State where we are presently serving, we are experiencing a peaceful- 
ness and joy that is different than we've had for awhile. For instance, this 
morning as I was hanging up sheets, the wind was gently blowing, birds were 
flitting around— a small bird was chasing a hawk, the barn sparrows were 
busy making their nests, the hummingbirds were vying for the sweet water 
we had out for them. Todd was pulling weeds around the tender new shoots 
of the newly planted seeds of zinnias and marigolds. 

I began to sing: "The steadfast love of the Lord never ceases, his mercies 
never come to an end; they are new every morning, new every morning; 
great is thy faithfulness, O God, great is thy faithfulness." It calls us to quiet 
ourselves in the now. Quietness is a gift— a choosing to be silent— it holds its 
breath to listen— it waits and is still (thoughts from Frederick Buechner). 
When we are quiet, we become so much more aware of life and God. It is 
something no one or no thing can take from us. 

Find time to experience quietness and the presence of God in the everyday- 
ness of your life. Be aware of the beauty and wonder of God. Thank God for 
the ministry that is given to you that may not always be easy, may even 
cause you grief, yet somehow you know is surrounded by the abundance of 
God's faithful ness, steadfast love, and compassion. 

Prayer: Silence my thoughts, my mind, my whole being, God. In the quiet- 
ness of your presence, help me to see and hear more clearly, and to know 
your steadfast love. Amen. -Tyger Penson
